INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk  Suppler/ 

‘During  the  year  an  inspection  has  been 
made  of  the  Cows,  Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Dairymen, 
together  with  the  Retail  Sellers,  and  the  shops  and 
Vans  selling  pasteurised  bottled  milk. 

There  are  only  two^  producers  in  the 
district  with  an  average  dally  sale  of  l8  gallons 
from  9 cows.  550  gallons  are  .produced  and  sold  daily 
from  outside  districts.  All  the  cows  in  the  Urban 
District  were  found  healthy  and  in  good  condition i 
The  cowsheds  are  convenient  for  cleaning,  while  dairy 
utensils  are  well  kept. 

There  are  l8  retail  purveyors  of  milk  in 
the  district  with  a total  daily  supply  of  570  galloiis. 

There  are  five  separate  wholesale 
purveyors  of  pasteurised  bottled  milk  coming  into  the 
district,  and  their  average  sales  amount  to  2l80  pints 
or  270  gallons  dally. 

. \ . The  Doncaster  Co-operative  Society  from 
their  Cpnlsbrough  shop  send  out  an  average  of  315 
bottles’  dally,  and  the  Denaby  Co-operative  Society 
■1360. pint  bottles  dally. 

Meat. 

There  are  2 registered  and  6 licenced 
slaughter  houses  in  the  district  ,allln  good  condition. 
These  are  visited  regularly  by  the  Meat  Inspector,  who 
carries  aut  all  the  duties-  under  the  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations.  The  number  of  inspections  of  slaughter 
houses  was  416.

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Infectious  Diseases.  DurlUt^  the  year  l88  cases  of 
Inf ectious • Diseases  were' notified.  This  is  considerably 
less  than  last  year  when  there -v/ere  8l8  cases. 

Scarlet  Fever,  36  cases  v^ere  notified  without  fatal 
result;  this  is  a'-big  improveihent  on  last  year,  when 
123  cases  were  notified;- 

Pneumonia,  There • were '21  cases  of  Pneumonia  notified 
and  the  number  of  fatalities  were  11  compared  with  I8 
last  year.  ‘ ' 

Diphtheria.  22  cases  were . notified  with  one  fatal 
result,  compared  with  last  year  when  there  were  14  cases 
notified  with  one  fatality.  Since  the  Immunising  campaign 
commenced  7 years  ago,  no  cases  v;hich  were  fully  immunised 
have  ever  contacted  Diphtheria.  There  is  no  question  about 
the  lasting  benefit  conferred  by  immunisation,  and  parents 
who  refuse  to  have  their  children  immunised,  which  is 
practically  a painless  '•operation,  are  standing  In  their 
own  light, 

Whooping  Gough.  There  were  SI  cases  notified  during  the 
year,  the  majority  of  which  were  in  the  South  Ward, 
although  all  the  other  Wards  were  affected  in  a lesser 
degree. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.  One  case  was  notified  but  recovered. 
There  were  no  notifications  last  year. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Fever.  There  were  8 cases  notified 
during  the  year  without  fatal  result.  There  were  8 cases 
last  year.  ' ' - *• 

Enteric  Fever.  No  cases  were  notified  durlgg  the  year. . 

Erysipelas.  3 cases  were  notified  without  fatal  result. 

Measles.  6 cases  of  measles  were  notified,  the  epidemic 
of  last  year  had  practically  subsided  after  709  cases 
had  been  notified. 
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Tuberculools . There  were'  l8  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
notified,  15  Respiratory,  and  3 Non-Respiratory . There 
were  16  deaths  from  forncr  notified  cases,  13  Respiratory 
and  3 Non-Respiratory . 

Cancer.  There  were  6 deaths  from  Cancer,  3 rnale  and  3 
female.  This  is  an  improvement  on  last  year  when  there 
were  21  deaths.  Periodical  examination  in  middle  life 
would  help  to  reVeal  many  undetected  cases. 

In  conclusion  I. have  to  thank  Messrs . Thirlwall 
Taylor  and  Urch  for  their  kindly  co-operation  and 
assistance  during  the  year.
